MAKING A RACKET? 

New allegations shed light on a federal probe.

A few weeks ago, news broke that the FBIisinvestigadnga 

possible extortion racket that may extend to the Philadel|:9tia 
Police Department, the Department of Licenses & Inspectioii. 
tow truck companies, strip clubs and a beerdistiibutor believed to 
be tied to a longtime dty employee. 

So far, the only solid details that have emerged center around an 

purdiase beerfrom Chappy’s BeerButts and Bets, a South Riilly 
distributor, to “curry fevor" with L&I. 

No diaiges have been Sled; but on Feb. 17. Dominic Verdi, an L&I 
deputy CO mmisaoner on the city’s Nuisance lb skpbree — and. 
according to a Fox 29 report a part-owner of Chappy’s — was demot- 
ed and then abruptly resigned after more than 36 years widi the 
department, adding to the speculation that this investigation is far- 
reaching A lawsuit expected to be filed this week, whidi City Ihper 
has obtained on advanced copy of wilt likely fuel that speculation. 

In the complaint. Prank Fhnaro, owner ofSouth Street club Piso 
Lounge.claims tohave been the victim ofharassment by police 
officers, state poUce and L&I workers, including Verdi himself in 
retaliation for reporting bad police behavior and because he failed to 
purchase beer Bern Chappy’s. The suit, filed by attorney and former 
Prison ConunissionerLeon King (now running for Coitunon Pleas 


judgel names more than 40 public oSdals. 

It also reveals that city ofiidals had been told about the alleged 
activities of Verdi end others more than a year ago. Punaro’s allega- 
tions ore, of course, only ellegatiorui. but they raise questions about 
howmanypeople are involved inwhatever it is. exactly, that the feds 
are investigating — and who knew about it. 

Punaro's troubles began, he alleges, in 2008. after he hired a few 
policeoSicetv to work a private security detail at his bar. When some 
of them began octingitode to customers, he complained to theirdis- 
trkteaptainas weD os to CityCoundlPresidart Anna Verna’s office. 
That, alleges Fun am, is when the rntribution began. 

On May 10, 2009. the lawsuit says. Fiso Lounge was visited by 
a group of “numerous heavily-

Funaro says he quickly fixed the 
problems, Afew weeks later, he was nonetheless served with a cease- 
operations orderby L&I. Funaro appealed, and die L&I Review 
Board sustained his appeal in June 2009. overturning the order. 

Shortlythereafter, on July 11. 2009, Funaro says. Nuisance 
Task Fbrce members came buck with Kenneth Gassman.an L&I 
employee laterindicted for an extortion sdiemc. This time, police 
and othercity officials allegedly pepper-sprayed customers, broke

Michael Ta’Bon spent the entire month ofFsbruarysittingin an

A few weeks ago.Th’Bon briefly escaped from his 
homemade )al to attend Mayor Michael Nutterii speedi to the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce — an event to which he was 
not invited — with a cadre of fellow cx-cons. The group entered the 
roamand,de8pitebeingaakedtoloave, attempted to stage a 
‘'slent protest” ofwhat they see us insufficient action on the part 
of the mayor’s administrationtohelpex-consbackinto society. 

“Notonlydidyou not have permission to leave yDurcelLbutyou 
were not invited to this ‘invitation only’ affair,” he reprimand- 
ed himself in writing. He also self-imposed parele violations for par- 
tiapatingin amamh against juvenile prisons and another march 
protesting questions aboutfelcmy status on job applications. 

The lesstm for Ihekids: “even when you think there’s alight 
at the end, they can stil lode you back up."

unseat committee personTracey Gordon, who was elected 
to tile 40th Won! in Southwest Philly during May's primaiy but 
then Immediately kicked out by the ward leader ("When 
Elections Don't Matter,” Nows. Holly Otterbein, July 9. 2010] . By 
the Democratic City Committee’s own admission, they didn't let 
her in, in part.because she wanted to shake up the party.

Sometime in the middle of all this, Funaro says 
a fellow bar owner advised him to buy beer from 
Chappy's. Funaro says he was even given a phone 
number for Quigley — according to The Phil- 

adelphia Inquirer, a partner at Chappy’s who pled 
guilty to apmjury charge related to an organized- 
OTme gambling scheme — in order to “^et this fix." 

At this point, be says, Funaro hired attorney King, 
who poceeded Id alert public afficials of the alleged 
extorbon racket. On Feb, 3, 2010 King detailed the 
alleged scheme in a letter to die heads of the Bilice, 
L&I, the Managing Director, the Inspector General, 
Deputy Mayor for Safety and Law departments. 

“The Nuisance Task Fbrce has been abusing 
Itheiii authoiity.’hewrote.'Fromwhatlcantel!, 
the abuse is long-standing and widespread." King 
named names, including Verdi's. City Paper con- 
tacted those dty agencies and asked if they took 
any action. Inspector General Amy l^riand says 
she was awara of a related federal investigation at 
the time and referred the letter to the FBI and the 


U.S. Attorney’s Office. Mayoral 
spokesman Mark McDonald, 
commenting on behalf of all 
theotherci^agencies IGng 
contacted, says the city referred 
King's letter to the “appropri- 
ate authorities" but declined to 

Lt. Ray Evers will not comment 
<Ri open investigations. 

The story g^ more convoluted. 
In 2010, Punaro's bar was raided 
again, this time by state police, 
and Funaro was charged with 
three counts of serving alcohol 
to minora. Funaro says this, ten, 
was part of a conspiracy: He 
claims to have been apprised of 
Che raid, and asked for a bribe 
by stale police. State ^Ike Sgt, 
William Lalbire calls assertions 
of wrongdoing by state police 
“incorrect." King says his client's 
case iJiowB the city fiiilrng to take 
action: 'The only reason Dominic 
Verdi was demoted is because the 
feds stepped in."

'Iknow this recorrj has broader appeal, and if that means 
rmpissinesoTnepeoc^eolTwha thought I was, like, their 
lo-fi saviororsome thing, I don’t Imow,.. 'Kurt \^le lets 
the thought trail off He's sitting on a short stone wall 
around the comer from his NoLibe trinity, smoking a 
cigarette and paying no mind to the quickening pace 
of an afternoon rain shower. 

The lo-fi gripe is paiticulariy vexing. ‘It just doesn’t 
make any sense. If you want to have a musical career.you keep getting better.''he 
reasons.'What, am I grama make this sound shitty?” 

His new album. SmoteAi'ng/brMy Ho /o, is due out next week on Matador. Where 
some of his earlier releases reveled in their mysterious, overcast soimd, this new 
one’s noticeably cri^mr, with a few more mellow moments. Instead of charging out 
of the gate with a big rock number — as he did on his 2008 breakthrough. Constant 
ffit/naier. and his 2009 Matador debut, C/iildisA Prodigy — Halo opens with the 
blissfiiland textured ‘Baby’s Arms.”The benefits ofproper studio recording are all 
over thiK sraig: articulated acoustic guitar, beatific female baddng vocals, a lone 
tambourine driming in ftom another galaxy. 

The album's not even out yet, and once it leaked some people just gave a review 
after heeringit twice and said, 'Oh, hejusthas these personallyrics and there’s no 
hooks.andifs totally clean, and the dirtiness waspartofhis charm.’’ Vile sounds a 
little pissed, a little exasperated, but mostly his usual philosophical self ‘Did Bob 
Dylan have hooks? I drai’t know. What is a hook, exactly?” 

Ifa hook is some sticky guitar lickyou hear long after the song is over, ora lyric you 
findyourselfsinging inyourdowntime, thenHa/o'sgothooks.’Puppet todieMan” 
is Exhibit A, a desperate and bluesy rocker that builds a bridge out ofa murmur 
and digs into the listener with quick, bleak lyrics. This one goes out to all those 
who want tberat to survive,” he sings with a swagger.hisvoice reverberating as if 
offcanyon walla’OfcoursebythisIam alluding I want him to die.” 

Vile’s an upbeat guy — and he’s quick to say life is really good right now — but he 
does agree that Halo’s got a cynical undercurrent. See lines hke'Societyis my friend, 
it makes me lie down in a cold blcndhath” and 'My best fi-i«id's long gone but I got 
runner-upa” More than ever. Vile’s getting good mileage out of his sometimes ^aise 
lyrics, andbe was [deased enough to include them with the album, afirst for him. 

Back in 2009. C^fhper named Vile Philly Artist of the l&ar. but his biggest moments 
have come sincethai: His personal life has seen the birth of adaughter and. thanks to 
the succesafC/itle/is/i fVot/igy, a downpayment on ahouse.Career-wise, he’s soaring, 
too. He andhis tight band ofViolatDrs have opened for Panda Bear. Pavement, The 
Black Keys and KgStar.They’veplayedAinbmorrow’s Parties and the big Matador 
21 showcase; tutureATPandPrimaverelestival gigs are booked, as is theband’s first 
proper Eurcqtean tour. Vile's also satin for eight tracks on J. Masds’new recoid, and 
will support the Dinosaur Jr, frontman on hisupcoming US. solo tour. 

And by then the recoid will be out, officially. His request to the skqjtic or the casual 
fan?GiveHa/oa serious shot. You ’ll find the hooks. ‘I'm on obsessive listener so 
that probably has something to do with it,”he sums up, the rain beading up on his 
sweater. ‘Maybe with my music you have to listen a little closer.”

She bas the pipes and the pop chops. Both are sharp multi 42 ]struma]talists. Tbgether 
they could play it straight, but they choose not to. What other new band woirld dare 
steal thunder from its first proper albirm with aconcurrendy released alternate ver- 
sxin?(See:AtwitGbii/fiemuced.) 

“We so believe in the album and how it turned out — wfaiih was a total experiment 
— that having the re m ix e s out now is like having another taste and perspective 
available," says Ccsiley,

That soid.Ryat left her previous collaboration with Couley — in theexperimen- 
tal^un^efive-pieceAsHirmandCilo) — a couple years ago to re-create herself as the 
vocal queen and poetic ^ricistofelectro-impmvisational soul like Bjork without the 
Icelandic bowls. 

This whole sound was an evolution of me experimenting with production in my 
home studio, having frm messing with sound," she saya “I didn't leave my bedroom 
for almost a whole year.WhenIcame out I wanted to figure out how to perform the 
ideas live by myself with looping medianism and software."

Don’tget the wrong idea. Brown Recluse’s sdl -spo- 
ken singer-guitarist doesn't overwhelm people with his 
prolific writing — he's not Daniel Johnston — but the 
Fhillyfive-pieceisdropping two releases this winter. 
Its ofHdal full-length debut. Evening 7bpesfry,gets a 
physical release March IS on Slumbcrland Records. 
The com panioi.AuiopficMirTUr Mare, has beenuiree downktadon&uwnRechise’s 
Bandcamppage since January.Meskers says the band needed both collectiDnstoget 
their current ideas OS' the shelf and into the world. The works are intertwined — the 
title of Tbpestryis taken from a song on Panoptic, and themes of tombs and death 

There's also a sonic link: humming organs, bri^t horns andjangly acoustic guitars 
that were all recorded while the band wasshutinattbe South ndladelfUa house 
shared by Meskers and keyboardist Mark Saddlemire during the snowpocalypse of 
February 2010. “We spent 14 horns that day recording stuff," says singer-guitarist 
Herbie Shellmiberger.“Everything&om distorted bongos to badcup vocals." 

The ItBig blodc of home-studio time was indispensable, since the arrangements 
planned were (radicalty orchestral in scope. Meskers calls the i^ocess "meticulous’: 
lengthy conversations about minutiae such os tape echo and reverb took place before 
they pressed record (and after), 

"They would really push meto try diflerentthings," adds Shellenberger."For other 
bands Tve been in, ifs very one and done." 

Brown Recluse’a previous EPs, The Soft Skin < 2(X)9 ) and Black Sunday (released 
under the moniker Brown Recluse Sings in 20081, are breezy pc^ in a retro '60s 
fashion, the stuff of Belle and Sebastian and The Essex Oeen.Slumberland honcho 
Mike Schufanan says be was immediatelyattracted to their stylewho) SheDenberger 
sUpped him a demo at Pi Lam in 2009. 

"ItreferredbacktoalotafmusicllikB — Curt Boettcher’s sunshine pop, and Margo 
Guryan, obviously — but it doesn’t sound like them exactly.’ be says. That’s hard to 
do, espedally for ayoimg band.” 

The new releases take that existing variety and expound cm it. 

Thpestrys single, "Impressions of aCityMo7Tung."i5 abouniy romp that’s probably 
the most akin to Brown Recluse songsofyore (like "Contour and Context” ar‘Margo, 
Left in Bed”). Brushstick beats skip along, scoustk guitars race after. Meskers and 
SheUenberger harmonize horns enterin the distance. On Aznopric,“Mem£zry Museum” 
movesio a similar fashiim, with its opening fanfare and staccato guitar accents.

NOT JUST 
(LEBANESE) PIZZA 

Herbal teas, exotic cookies ancj community 
spirit percolate at Manakeesh.

T he rotund teapot arrived on a ^iny tray sat with ^Id-rinrined 
glasses, which diattered as a smiling 
woman in a patterned head scarfplaced it 
on the carved-wood table. Iregarded the vessel 
old and potbellied and bronze, not unlike some- 
one you'd see on the beach in Margate. 

The pot belongs to Manakeesh, the gregarious 
Lebanese cafd/bakery housed in a historical bank building at 45th 
and Walnut. During brunch hours, the joint is slammed, so if you 
must mb theteapot’s body, maybe wait until a sleeper weekday, 
when an erupting genie wouldn’t cause nearly the commotion. 

Threewishesdidn't come with my order, but the fragrant black 
tea steeped with mint wasn't a half-bad consolation. Hud a benevo- 
lent djirui emerged from the swan-necked spout, though, fd cer- 
tainly wish for a dui^icate Manakeesh closer to my 'hood. 



Owned byThmpledoc Wissam Chatila and named for the 
Lrfjanese flat bread “pizza"inwhichchefWissam Zayat specializes, 
Manakeesh has everything you want in a neighborhood caf4. It’s 
cheap and friendly; the La Colombeishot and fresh; and it serves a 
higher purpose forthe community. 

Since opening in January, the place has attracted local fa mi- 
lies, ethnic-food fiends and savvy undcrgrads, but also the young 
and hungry members ofWest Philly'senlrenihed Muslim com- 
munity. (The building is owned by the same company thatowiu 
the mosque across the street.) More than half the women here at 
any given time sport scarves. Brand-consdous {sinces tap their 
ifTrones while waiting, as East African dudes bold court over cof- 
fee. Even the owners’ kids are here, helping out and being cute 
behind the coimter where their parents can keep an eye on them. 

The sense of community is tangible. That the manakeesh, fired in 
an oven lined with gas flames, axe so perfectly snackableis only the 
icing on this enterprise. ’’In Lebanon, mana- 
keesh are eaten for breakfast," explains 
manager Abd Ghazzawl Along with the 
T CKET lahm bqjecnlspicedgroundlamblflat- 

bread,"fiie cheese and the za'atar are the 
most traditional types. ... AU the otherones we added. Manakeesh is 
essentially a sandwich , so we can try whatever we want' 
WhateverGhazzawi and Zayat want might include goofs like 
a gloopy ‘Shawartnu” — the marinated pre-cut sirbin was halal 
but hellacious, buried under silly quantities of tomato, raw onion, 
parsley and tahini — but also smart riffs like the'Kafia.’lnsprred 
by the skewered. grilled Mid-East meatballs. Zayat weaves cbve.

cinoamun and other top-secret spices through ground beef 
and Iamb, then spreads the blend in a thin layer on the 
manakeesh dough. "Spicy or not spicy?! "you might hear 
the chef .shout from his perch at the mouth of the yawning 
oven. The former is always the correct answer. 

The manakeesh optionsroll 21 deep here, andafter 
three trips, the vegetarian varieties get my vote. The 
700-dcgree dome lures out a woodsy aroma of thyme in a 
za’atar-covered manakeesh, and lifting tliat still-warm 
Qatbread to your mug is like catching a whiftof a forest 
fire. (Sosamc and sumac join the herb in the spice blend, 
the latter accounting for the lemony wallop resounding 
across the palate.) Ibpped with feta and akawi, a Middle 
Eastern fromage that calls to mind queao fresco, the 
cheosc manakeesh is good and sally on its own, but bet- 
ter as a "Combo" (half za’atar). I also dug the "Kishk,” a 
crushed tomatofcracked wheatAresh yogurt tang factory 
as refreshing as citron sorbet. 

I started out fork-and-knifing the manakeesh, but quick- 
ly abandoned the plastic cutlery when it became evident 
I was the only prissy loser in tlie place not eating with my 
hands. Fd still suggest silverware for the sticky banana- 
honey variety. “When ! was growmg up, my dad would eat 
that all the time," says Ghazzawi. Aw! But the version here 
is more like. Ugh! Unlike the other manakeesh, which arc 
folded in halil this one is rolled into a girthy bunitu, creat- 
ing a double layer of dough that swallows the fruit in a 
floured death grip and makes for excessively bready bites. 

1 had to reach for the tea as a chaser. 

Though the pizzas are the main attraction, Manakeesh 
is no one-trick Arabian pony, with worthy starters and 
sides like luxuriously creamy hummus freckled with sweet 
paprika and served with a balloon of blistered, bakod-to- 
ordor pita; minty fool, a worm fava dip; and balilnli, chilled 
chickpeas in citrus- and cumin-scented water — like gar- 
banzo Iemonade,ina good way. 

Pastry cases flank the registers, basketfuls of mini 
meat and vegetable pies to the left — I dug the sweet, 
onion -laced spinach — and a wonderland of exotic confec- 
tions, glittering like gemstones, to the right. Mshabbak, 
fuimel cakes that look like si^ar-glazed snowflakes, rose 
into crystal ziggurats. Trays of innumerable ma’moul, 
dainty date cookies witJi buttery shortbread shells, cre- 
ated a chessboard of nut-brown and pistachio-green 
Lebanese macaroons winked at me. 

And the baklava! Amazing, brittle baklava . . . pista- 
chio, walnut, cashew! The mind reels while you wait in 
line, the crushed pistadiios sprinkled on everything glow- 
ing supematurally greener with each step as a fresh batch 
of kanafe emerges hoi from the oven in a copper paella 
pan. Ghazzawi carved my bug-oyed seif out a slico of the 
Lebanese breakfast bread, revealing layers of fr esli cheese 
(Arm and springy) and semolina cake (soft and spongy) 
soaked in intoxicating rose water syrup. 

It's worth noting that Manakeesh also stocks a smaller 
dessert case with fruil torts, millc-fcuillc and eclairs. I'm 
sure they're delicious, but passing on the Lebanese treats 
seems almost criminal. One of each? If you insist.
